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Traders up 
in arms over 
parking fee 

A 600-name petition has been launched by busi¬ 
nesses and shoppers against on-street parking 
charges in Walsall town centre. Hundreds of people 
have backed their campaign. 

The protests started after the charges were intro¬ 
duced just over a month ago. The petition will be 
submitted to Walsall Council. Traders say they have 
lost hundreds of pounds a week since the charges of 
20p every 10 minutes were brought in. Shopkeepers 
in Ablewell Street are asking for an amnesty of 20 
minutes to encourage customers to visit their busi¬ 
nesses. 

Many of the shops in the street say they rely on 
trade from people stopping off in cars as they are 
based away from the town’s main retail areas. 

They insist the parking bay outside their busi¬ 
nesses is now regularly empty. 

Namead Khan, who runs News & Booze, helped to 
launch the petition after takings plummeted by up 
to £400 a week since on-street parking charges came 
into force last month. 

The 24-year-old said: “We have got around 600 
names from customers and shops.We are asking for 
20 minutes free, and it would make a big difference. 

“Nobody is going to come here and pay an extra 
20p every 10 minutes to buy a chocolate bar, a sand¬ 
wich or get a haircut. People have said they are right 
behind us,” he added. 

The council installed ticket machines and intro¬ 
duced the fees for 310 spaces in a bid to raise 
£100,000 a year. The cash raised will go towards off¬ 
setting the cost of the scheme and improving roads. 

Paul Leighton, group leader for traffic manage¬ 
ment at the council, said traders had previously 
complained about the lack of parking in Ablewell 
Street for customers, deliveries and their personal 
parking. 

He added: “The council is trying to manage these 
competing demands and feels the current arrange¬ 
ments deliver the maximum wider benefit, whilst 
also contributing to the cost of providing and main¬ 
taining parking facilities.” 
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Smile you’re on 
camera every day 

Councils in the region are keeping watch with 
almost 500 of their own CCTV cameras, the latest 
figures claim. 

Walsall Council owns and operates 120 cameras, 
Dudley 81 and Sandwell 37 while people in Wolver¬ 
hampton are watched the most, with the city council 
having 167 focused on the streets and 80 inside its 
own buildings. A total of 485 council cameras are in 
use in the whole of the region, recording town 
centres, shopping areas and car parks. 

Walsall Council has 100 fixed cameras and a 
further 20 mobile CCTV units that can be sent out to 
monitor “hotspots”. Bosses said they used the 
cameras to combat crime and anti-social behaviour 
on the streets. 

As well as their own 81 cameras, council staff in 
Dudley also have access to another 51 belonging to 
separate organisations. 

Spokeswoman Katherine Finney said: “There are 
81 Dudley Council owned and operated CCTV 
cameras in the borough. The majority of these are 
public space cameras. Others cover areas such as 
public car parks. There are a further 51 cameras 
monitored by the council on behalf of others, includ¬ 
ing 30 on behalf of Centro, 15 Wolverhampton Urban 
Traffic cameras and six on behalf of the Castlegate 
retail/leisure park.” 


Pair were part of a gang which ‘hunted like a pack’

Two young robbers who were part of a gang of 
muggers that “hunted like a pack” during Christmas 
in Walsall have walked free from court. 

Leon King, aged 15, and 16-year-old Omari Maitland 
were among thugs who preyed on victims, some younger 
than they were, for the “kudos”. 

The pair can be named after a judge said their crime spree in 
Wolverhampton and Walsall in December last year was “so 
grave”, the public had the right to know who they were. 

But Judge Amjad Nawaz said he could allow them their freedom 
because he had to consider their “welfare”. 

As they left the court room on Monday, the teenagers shook 
hands and smiled. Minutes earlier, the court had been told how a 
13-year-old victim had been told he would be killed if he reported 
the mugging to the police. 

Another victim targeted in the underpass by the Bilston Street 
Island feared he would be stabbed. Mr Paul Reid, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton Crown Court this particular victim had 
heard one of the gang ask another: “Did you wet him?” 

Mr Reid said: “He took that to mean ‘Had he been stabbed?’. He 
became concerned but there were no knives seen.” 

The victim was lifted up and pushed along and told he was going 
to be taken to a cashpoint, but he managed to flee. 

Bruises 

He went to hospital where bruises and a reddening around his 
front and neck was examined. Apolice officer saw King nearby and 
was able to pick him out. 

The pair were caught using CCTV evidence and victims seeing 
identification parades. Judge Nawaz told the teenagers: “You 
hunted like a pack in order to steal property from people who were 
picked on going about their business. 

“That’s the most serious part - it stops people from enjoying 
their rights to go about town in safety.” 

He said had the pair been aged 17 or older, he would have had 
“no hesitation” in sending King to custody for three years and 
Maitland for up to two years. But Judge Nawaz said the pair’s per¬ 
sonal circumstances were “exceptional” and he also had to con¬ 
sider their welfare. 

‘You’ve both been off the rails for some time and this is designed 
to bring some order back into your life,” he added. 

Judge Nawaz said no-one reading the outcome of the case 
should be under the impression that robbery was not taken seri¬ 
ously. He said the sentence he was passing was “not an easy 
option” and warned both they could expect custody if they 
breached their orders. 

King, of Owen Road, Pennfields, pleaded guilty to six robberies. 
Maitland, of Vale Street, Ettingshall, pleaded guilty to three. 

Miss Sabhia Pathan, defending GCSE student King, said: “He 
felt he was influenced by others and there was a sense of kudos 
going along with the group and the gang culture.” Maitland’s bar¬ 
rister Mr Kevin Grego said he had only taken part in three of the 
robberies and they had all happened in a very short period on the 
same day. 

Judge Nawaz said the gang had used “gratuitous violence” 
against victims at night. Witnesses had described King as playing

an “extremely leading role in some of the offences, using or threat¬ 
ening violence to take property.” His lawyer said he came from a 
“tremendously supportive family” and had a letter of support from 
Labour councillor Elias Mattu, who represents Graiseley. 

King was now focused on his education and wanted to complete 
his GCSEs, it was said. Lifting reporting restrictions that would 
have prevented naming the pair, the judge said: “Given the nature 
of these offences, it is in the public interest to have these matters 
reported. 

“These are such grave offences that it sends out a message of 
deterrence if nothing else.” 

King was given a youth referral order for 18 months and ordered 
to be under supervision for a year. 

He was also given a three-month curfew banning him from 
leaving home between 7pm and 7am. 

Maitland was given a 12-month youth referral order and will 
undergo six months of intensive monitoring. 

In addition, King was given a criminal anti-social behaviour 
order banning him from associating with Maitland and other 
named individuals. 

King had no previous convictions while Maitland had a repri¬ 
mand for theft. 


Four locked 
up over drug 
enterprise 

Four Walsall men involved in a drugs enterprise 
have started lengthy prison sentences for conspiring 
to supply cocaine and heroin. 

Gulnwaz Ahmed, aged 30, of Gladstone Street, 
Birchills, Walsall, was jailed for seven years at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court after being found 
guilty of offences after a March trial. The other men, 
all from Walsall, admitted charges at earlier hear¬ 
ings for the part they played in conspiring to supply 
Class A drugs in Birchills in September and October 
2009. 

Omar Raysat, 22, of Bloxwich Road, Birchills, 
smiled as he got a five-year jail sentence. Daniel 
Green, 26, of Moat Road, Alumwell, and Craig 
Evans, 28, of Bescot Road, Pleck, did not react as 
they were given three years. 

Mr Timothy Sapwell, prosecuting, said Ahmed 
was ‘managing director’, receiving drug bulk deliv¬ 
eries and using his home as a stockroom. 

He said Raysat was the “retail manager,” respon¬ 
sible for handling, storing and selling. Evans and 
Green were the street dealers. 

Drugs were picked up at Ahmed’s address and 
taken to Bloxwich Road to sell on. 

The men were arrested after raids in October 2009 
when Class A drugs, drug paraphernalia and £2,500 
was seized at addresses in Gladstone Street and 
Bloxwich Road. 

Ms Katherine Kelleher, for Ahmed, said he 
refuted any part of being involved in a conspiracy. 

Mr Ekwall Tiwana, representing Raysat, said: 
“He was addicted to heroin, got into debt and was 
pressurised to take part. The enterprise was at the 
back of his garage where his family lived.” 

Mr Timothy Jacques, representing Evans, said his 
client received no financial benefit and was paid in 
drugs to feed his habit. 

Mr John Evans, representing Green, said he too 
had fed a “craving” for drugs. 

Centre worker 
is a life saver 

A call centre worker has been praised for helping 
save the life of a an 83-year-old whose house was on 
fire. 

Walsall community alarm service worker Janice 
Faulkner called Leonard Birch after a smoke detec¬ 
tor went off at his home in Darlaston last week. 

Although he insisted he was OK, Mrs Faulkner 
stayed on the line and became concerned as he 
started to cough. 

She alerted firefighters who got into his home 
using a key code box fitted outside his home as part 
of a telecare package for the elderly. 

The house was full of smoke and Mr Birch was 
carried to safety. Firefighters estimated he would 
have died within 20 minutes . 

Mr Birch’s daughter Valerie Lester said: “I hope 
this will help people realise what a good system tele¬ 
care is. 

‘My dad is the sort of person who will always say 
he is OK but in this case he had left the frying pan 
on and fallen asleep in his chair. 

“If there hadn’t been a smoke detector and the call 
operator hadn’t acted as she did this could have been 
fatal for dad.” 

Watch commander Andrew Morgan, of Willen- 
hall’s fire station’s green watch, said: “I am in no 
doubt if this had been a conventional alarm a delay 
would have led to a more serious incident.”

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Revamp 
at park 
steps up 

Work on the £7.5 million revamp of 
Walsall Arboretum will move up a 
gear in the next two weeks, with the 
historic boathouse given a new roof, 
the bowling green transformed into a 
community garden and the bandstand 
overhauled. 

Council bosses unveiled more 
details on the £700,000 third phase of 
the project, which will also see the 
Lakeside cafe rebuilt in the next fort¬ 
night. Scaffolding is already encasing 
several of the main buildings, includ¬ 
ing the bandstand, boathouse and 
former lido cafeteria. 

Over the next few days, the former 
bowling greens off Lichfield Street 
will be transformed into a community 
garden. Lichfield Street will also get a 
new entrance to the park. 

The Grade Il-listed boathouse, 
which was built in about 1874, will be 
given a new roof, and the Lakeside 
cafe will be converted into a shelter. 

The final parts of the demolition of 
the Arboretum Road toilet block will 
also be completed in the next two 
weeks, and workers will rebuild the 
bandstand terraces and extend the 
bandstand’s bridge. 

Work that has already been com¬ 
pleted includes the conversion of the 
former cafeteria into a pavilion for the 
ladies bowls club, the demolition of 
Peacock House and its gazebo and the 
repainting of the park’s main 
entrance gates. 

Overall, the multi-million pound 
project will include a new visitor 
centre and clubhouse, new trees, 
extensive repairs and the re-introduc- 
tion of boating and watersports on the 
lake. 

The third phase is due to be com¬ 
pleted in July, with the new visitor 
centre open in 2012. 
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Facelift shaping up 


A £600,000 refurbishment of a 
Walsall centre for adults with learn¬ 
ing disabilities is taking shape. A 
brand new training kitchen has been 
completed at the Goscote Centre, 
Goscote Lane, giving people the 
opportunity to gain qualifications in 
catering. A health and beauty room 
has been created and a conservatory 
has also been added. 

Work started last spring and will 


continue until the summer. Visitors 
to a community event recently put 
forward suggestions about what else 
they wanted to see at the centre. 

These included allotments, a 
sensory garden, urban farm, cafe, 
farm shop and water feature. 

Social care chiefs at Walsall 
Council said the developments would 
improve activities and opportunities 
for the adults. 


Bids due on course 


Bids for funding to convert 
Walsall’s only municipal golf course 
into a country park will be submitted 
this autumn, council chiefs have 
said. The park with picnic areas and 
horse riding and cycling routes is to 
replace The Grange which shut down 
more than a year ago. 

Up to £400,000 is to be spent on the 
project at the Walsall Arboretum 
Extension and it is hoped funding 


will be available from the likes of 
Woodland Creation Grants. Bosses 
are now preparing external bids for 
money. These would allow the former 
nine-hole course of around 40 years 
to become a lush woodland area. 

Walsall Council leisure chief Chris 
Holliday, said: “The country park will 
be a magnificent asset and a fabulous 
extension to the Victorian Arbore¬ 
tum.”

The idea has emerged as part of 
Walsall’s Working Smarter initiative 
which looks at improving services for 
local people, improving efficiency and 
delivering better value for money. 

Walsall cabinet gave officers the 
green light to enter into a collabora¬ 
tive contract with Staffordshire and 
Telford and Wrekin councils, at a 
meeting recently. 

The agreement, likely to be for an 
initial term of three years, will affect 
homeless teenagers and around 40 
young people who leave the care of 
Walsall Council each year.

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Offices sell-off to raise £7m 


A sell-off of more than 20 
offices housing at least 1,000 
staff will raise £7.2 million for 
Walsall Council. 

Council bosses last week 
approved a plan to slash the 
number of local authority offices 
from 26 to just two. They also 
agreed to look at the future of 
Darlaston Town Hall in a bid to 
“maximise its use”. 

By 2016, more than 1,800 


council staff will have been relo¬ 
cated to the Civic Centre and 
Council House. They will have to 
share just 1,234 desks and 20 per 
cent will be asked to work from 
home. 

Around 350 employees could 
also be temporarily accommo¬ 
dated at 293 desks at the Educa¬ 
tion Development Centre in 
Rushall, the home of schools 
manager Serco. Making the 


project a reality is expected to 
cost £5.7m, including a £1.5m 
revamp of the Civic Centre and 
£1.8m of computer upgrades to 
allow more flexible working. 

However, the office sale is 
expected to bring in £7.2m and 
revenue savings will start to be 
seen in three years. The council 
has to save£70m by 2015 and has 
warned that “doing nothing is 
not an option”. 


Church finally to go 


Mellish Road Church could be 
knocked down in as soon as three 
weeks’ time - with the demolition 
costing £150,000. 

Bosses at Walsall Council last week 
agreed to bulldoze the building and 
bill the owners, who are said to have 
long neglected the site, for the cost of 
the work. 

Council leader Mike Bird said it 
was excellent news as the eyesore 
church had been a blight on the com¬ 


munity for years. This is long 
overdue,” he said. “Officers need to 
approach the owners, we need to see 
the colour of their money. We have 
been doing all the hard work and I 
hope they now have some divine inter¬ 
vention and get some resources. 

“Quite simply, this church is going 
to go - and I hope it’s not brick by brick 
but will come down in just one or two 
days.” Additional paperwork is 
expected to cost an extra £10,000.

“However, as part of a 
council-wide programme 
of work focused on value 
for money, the council 
has analysed its spend on 
car allowances to staff 
and has developed a pro¬ 
posal to revise car 
allowances, and reduce 
the overall spend by the 
council.”

Parking fees blamed 
for shopper shortage 


Less than half the parking spaces in Walsall are being filled 
on the busiest weekend trading day as shoppers turn their back 
on the town centre. 

On average just 46 per cent of short stay spots are being taken on a 
Saturday, prompting claims that empty shops and high car park 
charges are driving people away to shop elsewhere. There are cur¬ 
rently 512 short stay car park spaces across the town centre with an

during weekdays. 

However, visitors are shun¬ 
ning the town for weekend shop¬ 
ping leading to calls for charges 
of £1.40 for up to two hours and 
£3.80 for four hours to be 
reviewed. 

Hourly fees were scrapped 
last year and concerns have also 
been expressed about empty 
units forcing people to look else¬ 
where. 

Around 80 shops and busi¬ 
nesses are vacant with the 
Walsall Football Club shop the 
latest to announce it is shutting 
later this month. 

Councillor Dennis Anson has 
been campaigning for changes 
including the abolition of 
Sunday fees to encourage more 
visitors. He said with the likes of 
Wolverhampton and Birming¬ 
ham nearby it was important to 
take action to draw in extra 
shoppers. 

Bustling 

“If we were to reduce the car 
park prices we would get more 
people in,” he said. “We have got 
a lot of competition around us 
and we need every penny we can 
get spent in shops in our town. 

“If we get more people here 
more shops will open and create 
a bustling town. We have got to 
have charges lower than every¬ 
where else.” 

Steve Pretty, head of engi¬ 
neering and transportation at 
Walsall Council, said: “Parking 
arrangements are regularly 
reviewed so the council can 
determine how best to support 
Walsall’s local economy. 

“As part of this process the 
environmental scrutiny and per¬ 
formance panel is currently 
reviewing town centre parking 
arrangements. 

“Car park occupancy rates 
have always been lower at week¬ 
ends given the reduced demand 
for parking from weekday com¬ 
muters. Current Saturday occu¬ 
pancy rates are generally in line 
with those experienced over 
recent years.” 


Sports site 
is saved 
by charity 

The future of an under-threat sports and 
leisure venue in Walsall has been secured 
after a charity stepped in to take over. 

Bentley Leisure Pavilion was earmarked 
for closure in the raft of Walsall Council cuts 
to help save £150,000 over the next three 
years. 

But the Old Hall People’s Partnership has 
stepped in to take on the running of the 
pitches and bowling greens for clubs and 
players. 

They manage four other centres in the 
borough and are now carrying out refurbish¬ 
ment work. 

Denise Birkett, principal officer for the 
partnership said: “Taking over Bentley Pavil¬ 
ion for, and on behalf of the community, rep¬ 
resents a significant challenge to the 
organisation but we have the skills and 
people to make it happen.

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£200,000 to 
keep roads 
up to scratch 

A road surfacing scheme in Walsall is costing more 
than £200,000. Council bosses revealed the cash has 
been spent as part of a package of carriageway 
improvements on eight roads. 

More schemes are due to be rolled out to improve 
carriageways. Walsall Council executive director 
Jamie Morris said: “Overall, we look after more than 
500 miles of highway in Walsall, and it’s a key task 
to help keep traffic moving. Right around the year 
we are investing in the road network in Walsall. 

“The next few weeks are no exception.” 

Work is ongoing in Beacon Road, Pheasey, to 
investigate the state of the road and stabilise an 
embankment there at a cost of £95,000. 

Another £133,000 has been set aside for resurfac¬ 
ing work in Walstead Road, Delves, a commuter 
route linking Bescot and the A34 Birmingham Road. 

In Portland Road, Aldridge, £3,300 is being spent 
on repairs. In Willenhall, £5,000 has been spent on 
surfacing Lister Street, and in Birmingham Street 
£200 has been spent on filling potholes. 

In West Street, Leamore, the bill for resurfacing is 
£5,000. Motorists are also faced with roadworks due 
to separate projects being carried out by utility 
firms. 

These include Severn Trent Water sewer repairs 
starting today at the junction of Proffitt Street and 
Stafford Street, Birchills. This is due to finish on 
Good Friday. 

Spokeswoman for the water company Sarah- 
Jayne O’Kane said: “The work forms part of an 
essential multi-million pound investment pro¬ 
gramme by Severn Trent Water to revitalise the 
existing sewerage system. 

“The programme is using a relining technique that 
allows us to repair the sewer without having to open 
up the highway along the whole length of the pipe,” 
she added. 

Drivers already face another set of major road¬ 
works, in Bescot Road, Pleck, due to emergency 
sewer repairs. 

Hall is missing 
out on weddings 

Couples are avoiding booking Darlaston Town 
Hall for weddings, with council chiefs blaming the 
lack of interest on a “competitive market.” 

No marriages have been held at the Victorian 
building, despite the hall receiving a marriage 
licence just under two years ago. 

There are no bookings for this year but bosses 
insist it is a popular venue for other events. 

Jamie Morris, Walsall Council executive director, 
said: “Darlaston Town Hall is licensed for civil cere¬ 
monies and is available for receptions and parties. It 
is a fine building and the people of Darlaston are as 
proud of it as we are. 

“There have been no civil ceremonies as yet but 
there have been plenty of bookings for receptions 
and parties. It’s a popular venue. 

“We market the venue under the constraints 
allowed by current budgets in what is a competitive 
market,” he added. 

It was expected the first wedding would take place 
last October but a provisional booking was can¬ 
celled.

A musical is being performed in 
Walsall aimed at stopping pensioners 
becoming the victims of doorstep 
conmen. There have been more than 
14 distraction burglaries across the 
borough this year. 

The thieves have been preying on 
elderly and vulnerable residents in 
Pelsall, Shelfield, New Invention, 
Streetly, Bloxwich, Leamore, Bentley, 
Moxley, Rough Hay and Pleck. Actors 
will now perform a free musical called 
Trickster at Shelfield Community 
Academy on May 4 in a bid to tackle 
the problem. 

Solomon Associates will perform 
the 45-minute show twice on the day, 
with the plot based on the true story of 
elderly war veteran George who 
battles to cope after being conned. 

So far this year, Walsall victims 
have included an 89-year-old widow 
from Pelsall who had two handbags 
stolen by conmen pretending to be 
water officials and an 81-year-old 
Aldridge woman who lost £160 to 
thieves. 

The crime prevention musical has 
been arranged by Walsall Housing 
Group and Walsall Partnership. 

Jayne Cooper, the housing group’s 
older persons services manager, said 
the shows would take place at 9.45am 
and 1.45pm. 

She said: “It raises awareness of 
bogus callers, from rogue salesmen, to 
fake reps from the ‘water board’ or 
people pretending to work for the local 
authority, and gives advice on how to 
spot the signs and make sure you don’t 
become the next victim.

Sentence is

Dr Sinha, based in Pleck, said: “My 
reasons for leaving the Lib Dems are 
because of the U-turn they have done 
on the NHS above all, and also their 
forgotten promises on tuition fees. 

“I am also deeply concerned at the 
reorganisation of benefits.” 


More roads will get 
review over speeds 


Speed limits are to be reviewed on more roads across Walsall 
following moves to cut accidents on some of the borough’s 
busiest routes. 

Further roads are to be reassessed by Walsall Council chiefs after 
a recent review prompted plans to reduce limits on main routes 
including Sutton Road and Norton Road. More minor routes will be 
covered in the analysis over the next two years. The emphasis will be 
on all C and unclassified routes. It comes after all A and B roads were 
walsallchronicle@expressandstar.co.uk reviewed. 

Transport chief Steve 
Pretty, said: “Following 
on from the speed limit 
review for A and B roads, 
as required by the 
Department for Trans¬ 
port, the council intends 
to continue reviewing 
other classified routes in 
the borough. 

“A similar assessment 
process will be used to 
ensure that the speed 
limits are consistent 
across the borough’s 
strategic highway 

network. 

“As a result of the 
review it may be that 
some speed limits will 
require change to reflect 
the results of the assess¬ 
ment. 

“Any proposed changes 
will of course be subject 
to traffic regulation pro¬ 
cedures.” 

Restriction 

A 30mph restriction is 
proposed along Sutton 
Road instead of the 
current 40mph limit. 

However, complaints 
have been lodged about 
the plan for the busy 
route between Walsall 
and Pheasey. 

Norton Road in Pelsall 
is expected to be dropped 
from the national speed 
limit to 40mph, with 
action to slow down 
motorists on stretches of 
Wolverhampton Road 
between the M6 and the 
town centre and Bosty 
Lane in Aldridge in the 
pipeline. 

Sutton Road is to 
benefit from a Watchman 
sign. 

A sensor placed on a 
pole detects drivers’ 
speed limits, and anyone 
going too fast has their 
registration number dis¬ 
played on a sign by the 
roadside. 


Scheme for 
main route 
is dropped 

Plans to replace a busy traffic island and narrow 
the carriageway along a main Walsall town centre 
route have been dropped, council chiefs have said. 

Initial proposals for more than £100,000 of 
improvements on Wednesbury Road were being 
considered by highways bosses. The two schemes 
being looked at by the authority were for a narrow 
carriageway, improved road markings and signs 
near Oxford Road in Pleck. 

Replacing the busy island adjoining Vicarage 
Place and Bradford Street and realigning kerbs 
were also being assessed as part of a combined 
£110,000 project. But they have now been dis¬ 
counted following an overview of borough routes. 

Walsall Council Transport chief Mark Rickard, 
said: “As the highway authority the council has a 
statutory duty to undertake routine investigations 
into collisions which have occurred across the 
network and to identify safety improvements. 

Criteria 

“Every year the local safety scheme programme, 
which uses funding from the Local Transport Plan, 
is reported to cabinet. To qualify for this pro¬ 
gramme the council has adopted a criteria of six or 
more personal injury collisions in the previous 
three years. 

“This criteria is set to ensure the list of work is 
manageable and the sites with the worst collision 
history are prioritised. In the case of both these 
locations the number of collisions in the previous 
three years has fallen below six and therefore they 
no longer meet the criteria needed to be included 
on the programme.” 

Accident blackspots have been assessed by the 
council for improvements subject to Government 
funds. But the amount available has been hit by 
cuts. Projects being considered include the instal¬ 
lation of traffic lights at the roundabout where 
Collingwood Drive meets Queslett Road. The 
£500,000 package would aim to slow down 
motorists. Others include junction improvements 
at Salters Road, Walsall Wood and rephasing 
signals in Bilston Lane, Willenhall. 


Eyesore salon to finally go

An eyesore building in Walsall is 
finally being demolished following 14 
years of campaigning by fed-up resi¬ 
dents and council court action. The 
former Curl & Dye hair salon in 
Wolverhampton Road is being pulled 
down. 

The owner of the building was due in 
court earlier last week over its future 
and failed to appear, but demolition 
work on the shabby building has 
started. Javad Khan, aged 31, of New- 
combe Road, Handsworth, Birming¬ 
ham, was due to appear at Walsall 
Magistrates Court on Monday. 


Mr Khan is to be prosecuted by 
Walsall Council for the second time 
under the Town and Country Planning 
Act over the state of the building. 

It is understood he was prosecuted 
in August last year, but nothing was 
done with the site in Birchills until 
last weekend when demolition work 
started. 

Regeneration chief, councillor 
Adrian Andrew, said he was delighted 
the owner was taking action but work 
was incomplete and the building had 
been left unsafe. Mr Khan was 
unavailable for comment. 


Criminals 
targeted 
by police 

More than 20 criminals have been 
arrested in Walsall in the first two 
weeks of a new police operation. 

A total of 23 have been arrested as 
part of Operation Serve and Protect, 
which launched on April 2. Charges so 
far included criminal damage, drug 
possession and witness intimidation. 
Det Ch Insp Ian Bamber said it was 
going extremely well and the good 
work would continue. Operation 
Serve and Protect concentrated on 
known criminals. 

He said: “We are determined to 
make their lives more miserable than 
the misery they inflict on those they 
target.” 

Police officers are going to the 
homes of criminals to check on any 
curfew conditions they may have in 
place. In the past two weeks, 10 
people have been locked up for being 
wanted on warrant and failing to 
appear before courts. 

Five criminals have been arrested 
for breaching their curfews following 
checks carried out by officers. 

A further three were arrested after 
being found breaching their electronic 
tags and one offender was recalled to 
prison for being in breach of his 
licence. Officers arrested and charged 
a man with criminal damage, drug 
possession and witness intimidation 
and he has been remanded in custody, 
while another man was arrested and 
charged with theft and a third 
arrested and released following a 
domestic incident. 

Thieves strip 
pub of metal 

Metal thieves caused £2,500 of 
damage when they stripped a pub in 
Brownhills, escaping with £100 of 
copper piping and £50 of brass light 
fittings. 

It is believed they struck between 
3pm on April 13 and 7.30pm the fol¬ 
lowing Sunday. Police revealed the 
thieves broke in through a rear door 
at the Chester Road North pub. 

West Midlands Police spokes¬ 
woman Joanne Hunt said: “Someone 
may have seen the theft as it is situ¬ 
ated on a busy main road.” 

Thieves struck 122 times across 
Walsall in March.

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Award for US sex case police

Carr, of Maine, has been locked 
up for 20 years after she was con¬ 
victed of child pornography 
charges. 

She admitted producing videos 
for then 19-year-old Wilde, of 
Holmbridge Grove, Shelfield, 


who is serving four years and 
eight months in jail for making 
and distributing indecent images 
and inciting sexual assault on a 
child under 13. 

West Midlands Police discov¬ 
ered the videos, which were 
recorded by Wilde, in June 2009 
while investigating another child 
pornography case. Just 24 hours 
later, Carr was arrested by 
authorities in America. 


Lights fail 

Traffic lights on the multi-million 
pound Walsall ring road are failing at 
an average of once a month causing 
chaos for motorists.

“Since the ring road was completed 
we have rectified 24 faults.”

The £200,000 destruc¬ 
tion of Willenhall Leisure 
Centre will take six 
weeks as the start date 
for the controversial 
project was pushed back 
until the end of June. 

Walsall Council bosses 
confirmed tenders for the 
demolition work had now 
gone out to companies. 

It was originally 
believed the Bath Street 
centre would be knocked 
down in the next two to 
three weeks, unless a 
viable alternative was 
found for its future.

Older parts 
of Manor to 
be upgraded 

The oldest parts of Walsall Manor Hospital are to 
undergo a revamp to bring them in line with a £170 
million transformation of the site. 

The hospital finished most of its multi-million 
pound redevelopment scheme and opened its 
revamped buildings a year ago. Now the inpatient 
centre, formerly known as the West Wing, will be 
given a £300,000 facelift to give it the same rein¬ 
vented look as the rest of the hospital. 

The improvement work will be carried out over the 
next 12 weeks. 

It will include redecoration of walls, enhancing the 
lighting and refurbishment of doors along levels 1 
and 2 of the inpatient centre. 

All sub-corridors that lead to ward areas are to be 
included in the works and will be redecorated with 
better lighting and new flooring. 

Included in the refurbishment is the redecoration 
of the old West Wing reception area and all stair¬ 
wells. Lincoln Dawkin, interim commercial director 
at the hospital, said: “These important refurbish¬ 
ment works form part of our long-term estates strat¬ 
egy and will give the inpatient centre a 
much-needed refresh and bring these areas in line 
with the newer parts of our hospital site.” 

The hospital, which employs 3,000 people, has 
opened a new Family Health and Diagnostics Centre 
and an outpatients and day case centre as part of its 
£170m revamp. 

Due to the availability of natural light and the 
large open spaces in the new parts of the hospital, 
certain areas are now being used as art and photo¬ 
graphic exhibition space. 

Students from Birmingham City University are 
exhibiting their “photographic exploration of light” 
in the Family Health and Diagnostics Centre. 


Councillor going 
it alone in ballot 

A deselected Walsall councillor is to go it alone in 
next month’s local elections after being replaced by 
the Conservatives. 

Paddock representative Councillor Barry 
Sanders, a former Walsall Council leisure services 
portfolio holder, is to stand as an independent on 
May 5 in the same ward. 

He was replaced by former Tory colleague Council¬ 
lor Barbara McCracken, who previously represented 
St Matthew’s. 

“I wasn’t deselected by the ward members, but by 
people from outside Paddock, “ he said. 

“People in the area are astonished about what 
happened. I felt if I didn’t stand this might be an 
opportunity lost.” 

Councillor McCracken’s husband Gerry has been 
selected to represent the Tories in St Matthew’s 
ward which covers the town centre, Butts and Cald- 
more. 


Town follows the national 
trend with fall in jobless 

Job queues have shrunk in Walsall as unemploy¬ 
ment nationwide fell by 17,000 to 2.48 million last 
month, giving the economy a much-needed boost. 

But youth unemployment edged closer to a 
million, hitting 963,000 16 to 24-year-olds - its 
highest since records began in 1992. In Walsall the 
claimant count fell by 68 to 10,165, or 6.4 per cent of 
the borough’s working population - way above the 
national average of 4.4 per cent. The figure was 
unchanged in Sandwell at 12,981, or 7.1 per cent.

A former health centre in Walsall could 
be turned into apartments. 

A planning application to revamp the 
disused Leamore Health Centre has been 
submitted to the council. The building, 
next to a row of shops in Broadstone 
Avenue, would be brought back to life and 
turned into five flats with two on the 
ground floor, two on the first floor and one 
as a “designer loft unit”, if the application 
is approved. 

The developer has been working with 
the council for a year on the plans. Richard 
Bentley, the agent representing the 


unnamed developer, said the applicant 
has been working with planners at 
Walsall Council to amend the design and 
prevent problems such as privacy and a 
lack of parking space. 

He said: “The proposal and design have 
been amended several times throughout 
12 months with great consideration given 
with regards to the use of internal space. 

“The design and scale will have a posi¬ 
tive impact by improving the character of 
the area. It is neighbouring a small off 
licence/supermarket and pharmacy. The 
new residents will appreciate this perfect 


location.” The development will have one 
main front entrance and be accompanied 
by 10 parking spaces and one disabled 
space at the front. 

The face of the building is planned to be 
white and cream, with grey slate roof tiles. 

The building is not the only surgery in 
the borough which has been disused for 
over a year. Ednam House, Bloxwich Road 
South, Willenhall, has been empty for 
more than six years. It was previously 
owned by Dr Amoolya Prasad, who was 
suspended from practising medicine in 
Walsall in 2004.

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Council is paying £7m 
for temporary workers

Walsall Council is spending mil¬ 
lions of pounds on hundreds of 
temporary workers. 

It has more than 300 agency staff 
on its books and is expected to spend 
£7 million on them up until Septem¬ 
ber. 

Bosses, who have to save £65m in three 
years, cut the figure from a high of £9.6m 
two years ago. Agency staff are brought in 
to cover council workers off sick or to 
provide specialist skilled work. Council 
leader Mike Bird has said he is deter¬ 
mined to drive down sickness levels. 

The average council worker has 12.07 
days off a year. Councillor Bird said 
absences saw millions spent on agency 
workers at a time when they had to save 
vast amounts of money. 

A contract with the agency staff 
provider ends in May and is now being 
advertised and put out to tender. 

Permanent 

Most recent figures reveal the council 
employed 326 agency staff, compared to 
9,904 permanent workers. 

From October 2010 to September 2011 it 
is expected to spend £7m on the temporary 
employees. 

Between October 2007 and September 

2008, bosses paid £9m and they spent 
£9.6m from October 2008 to September 

2009. From October 2009 to September 
last year, the cost of agency workers was 
£7.8m. 

Rory Borealis, council executive director 
for resources, said agency staff are prima¬ 
rily used to ensure continuity of service, 
maintaining delivery of frontline services 
where unplanned absences or vacancies 
occur and to provide specialist skills not 
available in the existing workforce. 

“Agency staff remain vital to service 
provision although the council has been 
taking steps to reduce their usage and will 
continue to do so.” 

An options appraisal concluded the 
service was best provided via a single-lead 
agency as it is currently. 

He added that agency workers currently 
represented just three per cent of the total 
number of people working for the council.

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Killer Morris gives up freedom bid 


Child killer Raymond Morris has 
scrapped plans to take his case to the 
European Court of Human Rights and will 
die in jail. 

His legal team has confirmed his bid for 
freedom had ended. Morris was consider¬ 
ing making an application to Strasbourg 
after his bid for an appeal was rejected at 
London’s Royal Courts of Justice in Febru¬ 
ary. 

Cheryl Kirk, spokeswoman for solicitors 
Norrie Waite & Slater, confirmed the 
killer had given up on his fight for 
freedom. It means he will die behind bars. 

“It was the plan to go to the European 


Court of Human Rights and there were 
discussions about that, but it has come to 
an end,” she said. Morris, a prisoner at 
HMP Wymott, Preston, has been in jail for 
42 years for the murder of seven-year-old 
Walsall schoolgirl Christine Darby in 
1967. 

He is also the prime suspect in the 
killings of schoolgirls Margaret Reynolds 
of Aston in Birmingham and Diane Tift 
from Bloxwich, found on Cannock Chase. 

The divorced father-of-two, who used to 
live in Green Lane, Walsall, has main¬ 
tained his innocence over the decades. He 
was said to be “extremely disappointed” 


with the outcome of the ruling in Febru¬ 
ary. Morris’s legal team spent seven years 
reviewing his 1969 conviction but the 
independent Criminal Cases Review 
Commission rejected his bid for an appeal 
in June. 

The former engineer’s solicitors then 
secured a judicial review of that decision - 
but his claim was rejected by Mr Justice 
Simon at the Royal Courts on February 7. 

The killer’s appeal was based on his 
claims there was evidence of alleged police 
misconduct in respect to his conviction. 
The cases of five-year-old Diane and six- 
year-old Margaret remain on file. 


Parking 
charges 
bid fails 

An attempt to abolish 
controversial Sunday 
parking charges in 
Walsall has failed to win 
enough support. 

Councillor Dennis 
Anson, Labour represen¬ 
tative for Pleck ward, 
was leading calls for the 
charges to be scrapped. 

But at a meeting 
recently, he failed to win 
the support of a working 
group which was looking 
into the state of parking 
in Walsall town centre. 

Councillor Anson had 
hoped to win support 
from the working party 
and take the issue to 
Walsall Council’s 

cabinet. 

He said: “I didn’t get 
enough support, unfortu¬ 
nately. But I would urge 
businesses and traders 
in Walsall who want to 
see the town booming 
and who don’t agree with 
Sunday parking charges 
to keep the pressure on.” 

It was revealed 
Sunday parking charges 
had boosted council 
coffers by £38,000 in 18 
months ago. Council 
leader Mike Bird says 
the money helps keep 
council tax down. 



Vandals target site of £1 m clubhouse 


Yobs have targeted a 
£1.15 million community 
clubhouse under construc¬ 
tion at a Staffordshire foot¬ 
ball club in a spate of 
break-ins. 

Wyrley Juniors FC has 
been forced to pay hun¬ 
dreds of pounds for CCTV 
to protect the site. 

The club, which has 45 
teams from the West Mid¬ 
lands and Staffordshire, 
including Cannock, 

Wednesfield, Walsall and 
West Bromwich, has been 
hit several times — twice in 
the last week — since build¬ 
ing began in January. 

A dumper truck was 
taken from the compound 
in Long Lane, Great 
Wyrley, and driven into a 
nearby canal. 

Then most recently 
vandals broke into the site 
and cut main electricity 
cables, taking power out at 
the site and also the neigh¬ 
bouring Teddy Bears chil¬ 
dren’s nursery. 

Chairman Keith Hardy 
was tipped off by residents 
that youths had got on to 
the site and climbed into 
the roofspace. He caught 
four teenagers and warned 
them off. 

Mr Hardy said: “There 
have been other break-ins. 

It is disappointing, particu¬ 
larly as the facility is being 
built for young people like Keith Hardy, of Wyrley Juniors Football Club, who is fed-up after vandals

Penalty powers are 
planned for wardens

Traffic wardens in Walsall 
could soon have the power to pull 
over and fine motorists who are 
driving illegally. 

At the moment, wardens in 
Walsall can only give out tickets for 
stationary vehicles that are parked 
illegally. But bosses are backing 
plans to give them the power to 
police moving vehicles across the 
borough. 

If approved, wardens would be allowed 
to penalise drivers caught travelling in 
pedestrian zones or bus and cycle lanes, 
or flouting one-way restrictions. 

Walsall Council, which said the move 
would allow police officers to focus on 
more pressing criminal matters, said 
illegal drivers would also be monitored 
on cameras across the borough. 

Enforcement 

The council’s transport group leader 
Paul Leighton said: “Enabling the 
council to undertake the enforcement of 
parking and moving traffic contraven¬ 
tions through its civil enforcement offi¬ 
cers would assist in directly addressing 
resident and business concerns relating 
to the operation of the public highway. 

“Currently the council has to liaise and 
co-ordinate its enforcement activity with 
the police due to the split in enforcement 
powers and this can occasionally prove to 
be inefficient. Freeing the police from the 
responsibility to enforce moving traffic 
contraventions would also enable them 
to concentrate more on addressing com¬ 
munity concerns relating to criminal 
matters.” 

The plans are still in their early stages. 
But a council report states: “Should 
moving traffic contravention powers be 
granted to the council, they could be 
enforced through a mixture of civil 
enforcement officers and video image 
detection technology.” 

If approved, wardens could also fine 
drivers making banned turns or flouting 
weight restrictions.

A world famous photographer’s exhi¬ 
bition about his roots in the region, 
which made its debut in Paris, has been 
unveiled.

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People have their say 
over libraries review 


walsallchronicle@expressandstar.co.uk 
More than 2,000 people com¬ 
pleted questionnaires and at least 
640, via telephone interviews, had 
their say over the review of 
Walsall’s libraries. 

Campaigners have been protesting 
and petitioning about the borough’s 16 
libraries, fearing that they will fall 
victim to Walsall Council’s £65 million 
cuts. 

Council bosses have reassured residents 
no Walsall libraries will close in the next 12 
months but the future is uncertain after 
that. The consultation came to a close on 
recently. It gave people the chance to air 
their views on the future of the service. 

A total of 2,152 people filled in question¬ 
naires and 643 residents shared their opin¬ 
ions in special phone interviews. 

There were also meetings with local com¬ 
munity and volunteers groups. 

Helping 

Keith Stone, assistant director for neigh¬ 
bourhoods, said: “I would like to thank 
everyone who has taken the time to give us 
their thoughts on the future direction for 
library services in Walsall. 

“All the information we’ve received will be 
very useful in helping us decide how we 
move forward to ensure we provide a library 
service which meets the needs of both 
today’s society and for generations to come.” 

Mr Stone said it was not the end of consul¬ 
tation and no decisions had been taken. 

“It’s an ongoing process and we will con¬ 
tinue to involve residents in our decision 
making,” he said. “If you didn’t have your say 
this time round there will be opportunities 
in the future as we move forward.” 

Findings from the consultation will be 
reported to the decision-making cabinet in 
the summer. 

Residents concerned that they will lose 
their local library in the future have handed 
in petitions about facilities in Pheasey, New 
Invention and Pleck, where there was also a 
protest attended by more than 100 people. 

Council bosses have hinted that in the 
future, the running of a handful of libraries 
could be passed to community groups, 
schools or even churches.

A n author is hoping to capture 
the imagination of the Black 
Country with his novel that 
delves into the history of Dudley 
Castle. 

Robert Aston was inspired to write 
after attending a creative writing 
course at Dudley Library and has since 
published his first novel, Jack 
O’Beans. 

It is set during the 13th century in the 
medieval age when Dudley Castle was a 
hive of activity. It tells the tale of Jack, a 
young boy who constantly finds himself in 
some sort of trouble. 

The 72-year-old, of Oak Street, Coseley, 
describes Jack O’Beans as a logical version 
of Jack and the Bean Stalk and believes it 
should appeal locally as the book is based 
on real historical events which took place 
across the Black Country. 

Robert was born in Oxford but returned

to his Black Country roots when he moved 
to Dudley to live with his grandmother in 
1948. 

The author says: “A Dudley based 
company John Thompsons, sent me to 
night school once a week and I decided I 
wanted to become the student of the year 
because I’d heard it meant I’d study at 
Cambridge University.” 

He won the award and spent a term 
there. “The experience changed me, I went 
from dunce to student and I decided I 
wanted to become an academic,” he says. 

Robert went to Birmingham University, 
where he obtained a degree, and continued 
to work there are as a staff member until 
retirement. He then took up writing and 
attended the creative writing course. 

He says: “It was a real eye opener I found 
myself on the course along with 12 women, 
it was there I realised everybody has a story 


and every story deserved to be told.” 

Mr Aston sent a few episodes detailing 
Jack’s adventures to the Black Country 
Bugle. The tales became a frequent feature 
and he decided to turn them into a book. 

Robert began researching Middle English 
and participated in battle re-enactments 
held by the Friends of Dudley Castle on the 
castle grounds. 

He says: “Joining the Friends of Dudley 
Castle has made writing the book a lot more 
hands on, you can really get a feel for the 
castle and it is amazing how much the other 
members know about the castle’s history. 

“There are so many medieval items and 
attractions dotted around the area and I 
hope my book will give people an insight 
into them and hopefully get them looking 
into our local history.”

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Special bailiff team 
is on trail of horses

Specialist bailiffs have been employed to 
remove stray horses from two problem areas in 
Walsall, it was revealed today. 

Open space in Great Bridge Road, Moxley, and 
George Rose Park in Darlaston will be targeted. Resi¬ 
dents in the two areas have been plagued by stray 
horses roaming the streets, damaging football pitches 
and trampling gardens. 

The animals have been a growing problem across the Black 
Country, with Dudley being the worst affected. 

Council officers in Walsall met their counterparts in 
Dudley to seek advice on the best way to tackle the issue. 

Graham Hood, Walsall Council head of greenspaces, said: 
“We had a very useful meeting with Dudley Council to discuss 
the approach they have adopted to tackle horses left to graze 
illegally 

“As a result we have commissioned a specialist bailiff 
company to remove horses from the two locations.” 

Warning 

He added that notices had been placed at the two spots 
warning that horses will be impounded if left to graze. 

Junior football matches had to be called off in January after 
stray horses damaged playing fields off Great Bridge Road. 

And residents in Charnwood Close, Moxley were woken in 
the early hours one morning when horses trampled through 
their gardens and fouled the street. 

Walsall Council had already suggested plans to seize stray 
horses and charge owners to retrieve them. 

Sandwell has also revealed plans to seize stray and ille¬ 
gally tethered horses after more than 50 were found roaming 
round Tipton. 

In Dudley, horses have caused havoc on the roads. 

And last week, an eight-year-old boy was dragged along the 
ground by a galloping stray horse near his home in Pensnett.

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Secondary school set 
for academy status 


Another Walsall secondary is to 
become a new academy after school 
bosses won Government approval for the 
move. 

Joseph Leckie Community Technology 
College, Walsall, is the latest school to go for 
academy status after a hard-fought battle to 
attract funds to rebuild the site. 

After backing from the Secretary of State 
Michael Gove and the school’s own governors it con¬ 
verts to academy status on September 1. The school 
will be aiming to offer more modern language 
courses. 

Head Keith Whittlestone said after a consulta¬ 
tion period with parents the move was backed by

the board of governors at a meeting last month. 

The Walstead Road West school has a pupil 
intake mainly from Delves and Palfrey in Walsall 
and from Yew Tree Estate in neighbouring 
Sandwell. 

Mr Whittlestone said: “Under the previous Gov¬ 
ernment it was the schools which were not doing so 
well which were given academy status, but now 
there are different types of academies. 

Outstanding 

“We can go ahead and convert without the need 
for a sponsor, which lends itself to schools like ours 
which have a ‘good’ to ‘outstanding’ rating.” 

He said the move would give the school greater 


flexibility in the curriculum. They also believe 
there will be opportunities to provide more modern 
language courses while still covering many GSCE 
subjects. The uniform will not be changed. 

The news comes as figures released last week 
showed almost one in eight mainstream secondary 
schools in the Black Country, Staffordshire and 
Birmingham is now an academy. 

Around 13 per cent of secondary schools in the 
region have academy status. 

Figures released by the Department for Educa¬ 
tion shows the region has 28 academies out of just 
under 220 secondary schools. 

The number of academies in England has tripled 
since the coalition came to power less than a year 
ago. There are now 629 nationally compared with 
203 in May 2010. 


Town hall 
sold off in 

An historic Black Country town hall 
could be sold off. 

Darlaston Town Hall is being 
reviewed by council bosses in Walsall 
as part of a plan to sell off buildings 
and raise more than £7 million. 

Council leader Mike Bird admitted 
there would be a “public outer/’ if the 
Victorian landmark was eventually 
sold and encouraged people to “use it 
or lose it.” Darlaston has already lost 
its market in the council’s cost-cutting 
plans, saving the local authority 
£60,000. 

Councillor Bird said no decision had 
been made on the town hall but 
nothing could be ruled out in the 
future. 

“Obviously, no decision has been 
made yet,” he said. “But we are carry¬ 
ing out a review of what buildings we 
no longer require and Darlaston Town 
Hall could be one of them. We need to 


could be

capitalise on our assets. There would 
be a public outcry if it went, everybody 
has a soft spot for Darlaston Town 
Hall. But unfortunately it is a case of 
use it or lose it. I would very much 
urge people to utilise the building. 

“We don’t know what shape local 
government will be in in two years’ 
time but we know it will be very differ¬ 
ent. 

“Obviously council buildings have 
rates and bills to pay and a lot of 
money has been spent on Darlaston 
Town Hall. People need to use it.” 

The town hall officially reopened in 
June 2008 after a £325,000 makeover. 

Council chiefs said they were keen 
for the building to be used for wed¬ 
dings but so far not a single ceremony 
has taken place. 

Walsall Council, like Sandwell, 
needs to make big savings. Walsall 
needs to save £70m by 2015.

Black Country girl Kate Partridge has made 
her way from the stands of The Hawthorns to 
more than 200 million front rooms as a sports 
presenter on Russian channel RT. She speaks 
to ANDREW McGILL

T)U might not have heard of Kate Partridge. But for millions of 
Russians around the world, she is a household name. She grew 
up in the Black Country but has been a fixture on RT — the country’s 
first English-language news channel Russia Today - for more than two years. 

Born in Sandwell General Hospital, Kate attended Kingswinford School and King 
Edward VI Sixth Form College in Stourbridge. She worked as a sports journalist for the 
Daily Mail, ITV and Chelsea TV before the opportunity to move to Russia came up in 
2009. 

She says: “I can’t explain it but I’ve always known that, at some point, I would live in 
Russia — I even did Russian GCSE at night school. 

“Moscow is a fascinating city and not as I’d imagined growing up in England. It never 
sleeps. There are so many shops and lots of clubs and bars are 24-hour or serve you until 
you leave. The ring road around the centre can have up to 16 lanes of traffic and is never 
quiet. There’s also enough history, culture, architecture and beauty here to keep any con¬ 
noisseur entertained. 

“There’s more English spoken than you might think; the street signs in the centre are 
written in English as well and there are global and western brands - not just McDonald’s 
and Starbucks — everywhere.” Kate, who is in her 30s, is a studio-based presenter at RT, 
hosting bulletins every two hours during the afternoon and evening news bulletin. 

She also appears in a magazine show called Prime Time Russia every week night at 
8pm as well as hosting live events, such as the announcement of Russia’s winning 2018 
World Cup bid. Kate says: “Our reporters go to major events like the Olympics and World 
Cup as well as following the Russian national football team. The Russians love sport — 
the biggest across the country are football and ice hockey.” RT broadcasts from Moscow 
and Washington to 100 countries across five continents. More than 400 million viewers

have access to the channel, broadcast via 21 satellites and 176 cable networks, 
and can claim to have been seen in half those homes. 

The wide reach means Kate’s family - including her mother and step-father 
Jennie and Rob Grainger who live near Kidderminster - can easily keep up with 
her progress. She said: “Judging by the text messages, they definitely do watch 
me.” Kate caught the bug for sport in the stands at The Hawthorns.

She says: “I’m a West Brom fan because it is in the blood. I was born in West 
Bromwich, and my entire family and extended family has supported the club 
since it started out in 1878. 

“It wouldn’t have crossed my mind to support any other club - I think my 
father would have disowned me. 

“I can’t remember my first match as I was too young but I can just about 
remember being held up in the crowd for the day when Bryan Robson, Remi 
Moses and Ron Atkinson said goodbye to the Hawthorns before going to Man¬ 
chester United.I’ll never forget my first impression of The Hawthorns: the 
volume of people, the noise, the excitement, the banter, the tension - it was 
unlike anything I’d experienced. I thought it was brilliant, exciting and addic¬ 
tive. And that was before the football started.” 

Kate said keeping up with the Baggies’ progress is rarely a problem in 
Moscow. She says: “There are numerous sports bars that receive satellite chan¬ 
nels from around the world, so I have as much chance of watching West Brom 
here as I do in England. 

“The Russians also love the English Premier League as well as watching their 
own and the other European football leagues, so I rarely miss a match unless 
I’m working.” Kate is confident the Baggies will continue to thrive in the 
Premier League. She says: “If Albion continue playing the way they are, despite 
the nature of the bottom half of the Premier League, they should avoid the drop. 

“Roy Hodgson officially joined West Brom on Valentine’s Day - and he is def¬ 
initely enjoying a love affair with the Baggies fans.”

FOLLOW the yellow brick road to the 
London Palladium for a truly spectacular 
version of The Wizard of Oz.

Hannah Waddingham’s green, pointy-faced villain is a 
terrific ogre with Ken Dodd hair and a powerful singing 
voice heard on Red Shoe Blues, the best of four new 
songs from Andrew Lloyd Webber and Tim Rice that 
bolster the familiar Arlen and Harburg film songs. The 
scene when she suddenly appears above the stalls on 
her broomstick drew gasps from the audience. 

Michael Crawford makes his long-overdue return to 
the West End to play the dual roles of Professor Marvel 
and the Wizard, singing new song Wonders of the World. 

Dorothy’s three companions are Paul Keating as a 
floppy, Mickey Mouse-voiced Scarecrow; tap-dancing 
Tin Man Edward Baker-Duly; and David Ganly as a gay 
Lion, who is proud to be “a friend of Dorothy” as the 
euphamism goes. The fourth companion is, of course.

uccess is relative, but it means so much. It is 
quite possible that two of the most successful 
teams in League One met each other on Satur¬ 
day. 

When the awards are dished out at the end of the season, 

Brighton will collect the plaudits. 

They have romped to the title - to seal it at the Banks’s Stadium 
with four games to spare is some feat — but it won’t be the biggest 
triumph this term. 

Should Walsall pull off their Great Escape it would eclipse the 
achievement of any team in the division. 

Survival would be tantamount to winning the title and make 
Brighton’s scenes at the Banks’s following the final whistle look 
like a toddler’s tea party. 

The Seagulls may be closing in on 100 points but the Saddlers 
could survive with less than half and it would be a bigger achieve¬ 
ment. 

Brighton had momentum for the whole season yet the Saddlers 
have battled back from a standing start. While the Seagulls were 
expected to claim the title - nothing was expected of Walsall. 

With 12 points to play for Dean Smith’s men are fifth from bottom 
- something unthinkable in the dark days BS (Before Smith). 

Eight points adrift of safety in January they sit out of the drop 
zone on goal difference in April - against all odds. 

Written off, no-one gave Walsall a chance but here they stand on 
the brink of something extraordinary. 

Yet there is no middle ground now. You’re either safe or you’re 
not. 

With six teams still battling the drop the finale of a titanic rele¬ 
gation fight becomes a battle of nerves - a high-stakes poker game 
where the loser blinks in the face of the victor’s steely stare. 

There is no self-doubt in the Saddlers’ squad, at least on the 
surface, and the message from the camp is one of strength. 

It has to be. Negativity is something which isn’t tolerated in the 
corridors of Essington - a far cry from earlier in the season - which 
is why Saturday’s defeat hasn’t raised the alert levels. 

Reflections 

After the dust had settled on a spirited 3-1 defeat to Gus Poyet’s 
all-conquering team, reflections were easy for Smith, who has lost 
Clayton McDonald for the season with a dislocated shoulder. 

He was angry at the way his men conceded two soft goals from 
corners, as Inigo Calderon and Glenn Murray took advantage of 
slack marking, but cool enough to realise it changed little. 

It was Walsall’s free-hit. With their other relegation rivals all 
losing against promotion-chasing opposition there was never a 
better time to play Brighton. 

While there is never an acceptance of defeat there will be a sly 
nod to the all-powerful fixture computer for spitting out a selection 
like Saturday’s. 

Plymouth lost at Peterborough, Bristol Rovers at Southampton, 

Swindon hosted victors MK Dons and Notts County did the decent 
thing and lost 2-0 to Bournemouth even before the Saddlers 
started. 

The weekend was never, ever, going to be decisive and the status 
quo remains. 

An Easter weekend double-header against Sheffield Wednesday 
and Oldham now represents Walsall’s first chance for salvation. 

Six points could virtually guarantee safety while failure to win 
either increases the tension. 

What they cannot do is undermine their efforts. The players have 
given themselves - and the fans - hope, so to blow it now would be 
unbearable. 

A point at the weekend would have represented a fine haul but, 
despite defeat, there was enough spunk about the Saddlers to 
suggest there is some juice left in the tank. 

High on effort, low on quality, the Saddlers battled and the match 
only drifted away after substitute Emmanuel Ledesma was sent off 
for a reckless two-footed tackle on Adam El-Abd - 19 minutes after 
his 60th minute appearance. 

Before then they kept on the coat-tails of the visitors, even if they 
struggled to contain them. 

Once Ledesma walked Murray, Craig Noone and Albion loanee 
Chris Wood all squandered fine chances. 

It was up to former Wolves starlet Elliott Bennett to add the gloss 
with a peach of a third in injury time. 

Andy Butler had earlier nodded the hosts level after Calderon 
headed Brighton in front following a horror mix-up between 
Richard Taundry and Jimmy Walker - the former getting in the 
latter’s way. 

But the game was immaterial. It was Brighton’s day and their 
title — yet it still could be the Saddlers’ season.

Red card 
rule crazy, 
says Smith 

Boss Dean Smith has branded the rule 
which led to Emmanuel Ledesma’s red card as 
“crazy” after the Argentine ace was ruled out of 
Walsall’s crunch survival showdowns. 

The midfielder was sent off for a 79th-minute two- 
footed tackle on Adam El-Abd as the Saddlers lost 3- 
1 to Brighton on Saturday — as the Seagulls claimed 
the League One title. 

He will be hit with a three-game ban and is now 
sidelined until the final-day trip when the Saddlers 
play Southampton. 

And while Smith admitted Ledesma - who lasted 
just 19 minutes after replacing Matt Richards on the 
hour - had to go, he revealed his frustration with 
modern-day football. 

“It’s a crazy rule. If that’s a sending-off then I 
would have been sent off 45 times in my career,” said 
the boss. If he wins the ball then I can’t see a 
problem, but by the letter of the law he’s gone in with 
two feet so it’s a sending-off. 

Dislocated 

“It was a 50-50 ball but you can’t go in with two 
feet for some reason. He won the ball but he’s gone 
in with two legs and you can’t do that now.” 

Smith has also lost Clayton McDonald for the rest 
of the term with a dislocated shoulder and urged his 
team to keep the faith ahead of their final four 
games. 

He said: “What I found unacceptable is when 
Emmy got sent off we lost belief. I said to them I’ve 
seen 10 men come back against 11 many times but 
we accepted we weren’t going to get anything out of 
it and that’s unacceptable for me. 

“They have to take responsibility. I’m angry 
because I felt we could have got something out of the 
game. Brighton are worthy champions and they 
played some great stuff but they scored from two 
corners and that’s what annoys me. 

“We gave it a go which I was pleased with but we’re 
better than that and the lads have got to stand up 
and be counted.” 

Despite defeat, the Saddlers remain outside the 
bottom four. Smith added: “All the results have gone 
for us in terms of being out of the bottom four so the 
luck is still in our favour.” 


Skipper praises heart of 
hurt defender McDonald 


Walsall skipper Andy Butler hailed Clayton 
McDonald after the defender was ruled out for the 
rest of the season with a dislocated shoulder. The 
centre-back tried to play on after falling awkwardly 
in the second half of Saturday’s loss to Brighton. 

He was eventually replaced in the 69th minute by 
Oliver Lancashire and Butler insisted McDonald’s 
efforts epitomised the spirit in the Saddlers’ camp. 

“It’s a do-or-die cause. Clayton said ‘step up or go 
away’ - he’s got a massive heart and he’s willing to 
put his body on the line for the cause.”
